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REMARKS 



The Office Action mailed February 23, 2005 has been received and the Examiner's 
comments carefully reviewed. Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 11, 12, 16, 17, 21, 22, 26, 27 and 31-33 were 
rejected by the Office Action. Qaims 1 , II , 21 and 3 1 -33 are amended. No new matter has 
been added. For at least the following reasons. Applicants respectfully submit that the pending 
claims are in condition for allowance. 

TTie Office Action rejected Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 1 1, 12, 16, 17, 21, 22, 26, 27 and 31-33 
under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,727,923B1 issued to 
Mclnerney in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,501,966B1 issued to Kalish et aL Applicants 
respectfully disagree. 

Mclnerney teaches the creation of internet location objects through the drag-and-drop 
manipulation of text When an object is dragged ftom within an application into a system 
wmaow, a drag object descnbmg what is being "dTaggeS is jpassed' from the application to the 
operating system. An application may be aware of intemet location objects and, when an object 
is dragged from within the application into the system window, may specify that the object being 
dragged is a URL. Alremaiively, the application may support generic text drag-and-drop, in 
which case the application specifies a text drag flavor as part of the drag object. Depending on 
the drag flavor, a file manager either causes an intemet location object to be created directly or 
intelligently parses a text string that has been dragged and dropped onto the user desktop to 
determine if the text string is likely a URL. If a text string specified as part of a text flavor drag 
object is found to likely be a URL, then an intemet object is created. Otherwise, a different 
behavior is followed. 

Kalish et aL teaches accessing a hypertext language based page using wireless phone 
apparatus dialup feculties. A URL dialup utility enables the use of shortcut codes as substitutes 
for URL addresses. The dialup utility translates the shortcut codes according to pre-defmed 
rules. The pre-defined rules can be implemented using any translator program or based upon a 
database of URL addresses. 

Claim 1, as amended, recites a ^'method for providing shortcuts in a mobile electronic 
device, the method comprising: providing a shortcut data store configurable to contain shortcuts 
to a plurality of targets, wherein the shortcut data store comprises more than one type of targ^ 
monitoring a user's input to the mobile electronic device; determining whether the user's input is 
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a shortcut input, wherein the shortcut input comprises a tag that identifies information in a data 
store; if the user's input is a shortcut input, determining a target of the user's input, wherein the 
target corresponds to the tag; executing the shortcut using the information identified by the tag 
corresponding to the target, wherein the shortcut is mapped to a predetermined state of an 
application associated with the detemiined target and the determined target is one of the plurality 
of taigets; and accessing the application at the predetermined state." 

Neither Afc/«e/7t^, Katish et aL nor any combination thereof teach the limitations of 
amended Claim 1 . Specifically, the cited references do not teach that "the shortcut is mapped to 
a predetermined state of an application associated with the determined target and the determined 
target is one of the plurality of targets; and accessing the application at the predetermined state." 
Thxis, Claim 1 is proposed to be allowable, and notice to that effect is solicited. 

Claims 11,21 and 3 1-33, as amended, include limitations substantially similar (albeit 
dinerent m otneflmportant ways) to the liraitetfons claimed in"Clami U As discussed above^ 
Claim 1 is allowable. Thus, Claims 1 1, 21 and 31-33 are allowable for at least the same reasons 
that Claim 1 is allowable, and notice to that effect is solicited. 

Furthermore, dependent Claims 2, 6, 7, 12, 16, 17, 22, 26 and 27 are allowable for at least 
the same reasons that the base claims on which they rely are allowable, and notice to that effect 
is solicited. 

For at least the foregoing reasons, Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 11, 12, 16, 17, 21, 22, 26, 27 and 31- 
33 are submitted to be allowable, and notice to that effect is solicited. 
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It is respectfiilly submitted that each of the presently pending claims are in condition for 
allowance and notification to that effect is requested- The Examiner is invited to contact 
Applicants' representative at the below-listed tel^hone number if it is believed that prosecution 
of this application may be assisted thereby. Althougji certain arguments regarding patentability 
are set forth herein, there may be other arguments and reasons why the claimed invention is 
patentably distinct.
